To Indigent Consumptives—Tubercu­ 
losis Conference Advises Them to 
Stay at Home. 


The physicians of 
Northern 
and 
Eastern States who 
send 
advanced 
and indigent 
consumptives 
to 
the 
bouthwest are guilty of malpractice, 
was the decision of the Southwestern 
Conference on Tuberculosis in ses­ 
sion at Waco, Texas. 
The morning session of the confer­ 
ence was devoted to a consideration 
of plans for ameliorating the condi­ 
tion of consumptive strangers in the 
rn th west, and resolutions calling up. 
the federal government to con 
fen m ilitary forts and reservations 
into tuberculosis hospitals were ad 
)pted. 
The question of discouraging fur­ 
ther immigration 
of 
consumptives 
was discussed at length. 
A few ex­ 
tremists advocated quarantine restric­ 
tions, but this suggestion was reject­ 
ed by the conference as inadvisable 
at this time. The advocates of public­ 
ity of the fate of poor consumptives 
as a deterrent of further immigration 
won the day, and it was decided to 
call upon the newspapers of the coun­ 
try to give publicity to the facts that 
there are no free hospitals for con- 
sumprives in the Southwest: that the 
charity organizations have no funds

for the care of strangers, and 
suitable work is hard to find. 
The conference decided that it was 
inadt isable tor any consumptive! to 
rome west 
without funds sufficient 
to maintain themselves for one year. 
and deplored physicians who advised 
patients otherwise. 
The Conference decided to ask all 
railway corporations not to sell half 
rate or charity tickets to the South.

Committee on Indian Affairs has re­ 
ported favorably Senator Owen's bill 
authorizing the Interior Department 
to settle the JO,(MX) land suits. The
